GRANITE CITY — A fire at 1709-11 Delmar 
Ave. late Thursday night left residents homeless 
and angry. 

The two-story dwelling houses three apartments, 
two of which were occupied at the time. 

Kathy Westbrook, 23, and her 9%month-old 
daughter, Tiffany, residents of 1709A° (upstairs), 
were being visited by Westbrook’s boyfriend, Chris 
fathenia, Priscilla Dickerson, 37, and Dickerson's 
11-year-old daughter, Hope Young. - 

Hope smelled smoke and urged everyone td get 
out of the building. The fire department was called 
at 11:27 p.m. 

Sam Cardin, 33, his wife, Linda, 35, son, Sam- 
my, nine months, and Linda’s daughter, Jearfelle 
Parker, 8, live at 1709 Delmar (downstairs). They 
also escaped the building without harm. 

The apartment at 1711. Delmar was vacant. 

Fire Chief Jerry Wallace said evidence indicates 
that an electrical short cireuit ‘in the cavity 
between the ceiling of the first story and the floor 
of the second story ignited the blaze. 

He said the wiring ‘‘had probably been burning 
unnoticed for quite a while.’’ Wallace added that it 
would be difficult, to determine exactly how long. 
the wire had been smoldering. ‘p 

The fire eventually burned completely through 
the roof, and flames could be seen shooting 10 to 
15 feet into the air at one point. 

Westbrook, who said she “lost everything,” said 
she was upset that there were no smoke detectors 
in the building. 

Wallace said there were “none upstairs, from 
what we could determine. There definitely were 
none in 1709 (downstairs).’” 

He said there was a smoke detector in place in 
the vacant apartment at 1711 

Replacement costs necessitated by the fire were 
estimated to be $60,000. « 

Firefighter Kenn Druhe was treated and 
released at St. Elizabeth Medical Center for first- 
and second-degree burns tothe face, ears and 
neck, Wallace said. 

The fire crew and equipment returned to the

WASHINGTON, D.C. — Sens. 
Alan Dixon and Paul Simon dif- 
fered'on defense and some of the 
more visceral votes of 1990, but 
the two Illinois Democrats 
agreed on most major measures. 

Allies since the mid-1950s 
when they first served together 
in the Illinois legislature, Dixon 
and Simon nevertheless ,canceled 
ea other’s votes on such emo- 
tion-charged issues as flag burn- 
ing, “the death penalty and 
parental notification on abortions 
for minors. 

Dixon voted for and Simon 
against allowing the death penal- 
ty for convicted drug kingpins, 
requiring federally funded agen: 
cies to notify a parent or legal 
guardian 48 hours before non- 
emergency abortions and amend- 
ing the Constitution to outlaw 
desecration of the U.S. Flag. 

They continued their 
long-standing differences on 
weapons systems. Simon. opposed 

aang, any more B-2 ‘‘Stealth’’ 
bombers beyond the 15 already 
planned and voted to cut funding 
for ground-launched, anti-satel- 
lite missiles and for the Strate- 
gic Defense Initiative, a space- 


_ based anti-missile system. 


Dixon, a member of the Sen- 
ate Armed Services Committee, 
sided with-the-Pentagon on each 
of those votes. 

Simon also voted against Dix- 
on’s. narrowly approved motion 
to kill an amendment that would 
have taken $100 million from the 
Pentagon budget to establish a 
program to allow drug-addicted 
mothers to live with their chil- 
dren in drug abuse treatment 
facilities.

Bridgeton residents and officials opposed to the 
Lambert Field expansion proposal say their criti- 
cisms have been confirmed by a federal agency's 
initial review of the plan. 

The Federal Aviation Administration released 
last week a 25-page commentary on the plan, 
known as ‘“‘F-4.'’ Lambert-St. Louis International 
Airport officials distributed the report and over 30 
pages of the airport's response at a news confer- 
ence the same day. 


According to the report, the FAA considers F-4 - 


an ‘‘operacional’’ expansion plan for Lambert. 

But FAA Airport Division Manager George Hen- 
don said the feasibility of the plan is “subject to 
the satisfactory resolution of the concerns and 
issues’’ listed in the report. THe issties include 
runway lengths, the hub status of Lambert and the 
possibie use of Scott Air Force base as a reliever 
airport. 

‘Airport officials said they believe most of:.the 
FAA's recommendations can he implemented. 
They added that the changes would not add much 
to the cost of the $1.3 billion expansion proposal. 

Members of the Bridgeton Air Defense, a resi- 
dents’ group opposed to F-4, say the report con- 
tains criticisms already pointed out by BAD mem- 
bers. And they believe any remedies would be 
costly 

Lambert and-its owner, the City of St. Louis, 
will face ‘staggering cost overruns,” if it must 
respond to all of the FAA concerns, said BAD 
spokesman Jack Taylor.

The FAA comments were issued as part of an 
initial review of the F-4 proposal, submitted in 
June by Landrum & Brown, the Cincinnati firm 
which devised the plan. The plan calls for building 
four new runways at Lambert, including one that 
would extend into Bridgeton and might require the 
demolition of several hundred homes. 

The expansion. plan originally was released in 
October 1989. Bridgeton residents then formed 
BAD as a concerted effort to oppose F-4. 

Airport planners will submit a revised version of 
F-4.to the FAA later this month, based on the 
contents of the report released Friday. The report 
is part of a two-year environmental impact study 
of the plan launched this winter. The FAA will use 
the study to decide whether to approve the expan 
sion proposal. , 

Airport Director Donald Bennett said he was 
pleased overall by the report, and believes F-4 has 
taken a major step forward by being considered 
feasible by the F. 

But BAD members and Bridgeton Mayor Conrad 
W- Bowers say they will continue to fight the plan, 
both politically and legally. 

“This plan. today looks nothing like the one 
released last October,’’ Bowers said. ‘‘So many 
changes have been made already. We know it is 
not a feasible expansion plan."

The Federal Aviation Administration's recommen- 
dati for changes in the F-4 expansion proposal 
and the responses of airport offitials include> 

. —Shortening the lengths of proposed runways at 
Lambert-St. Louis International Ai rt. (The FAA 
did not specify which runways or how much they 
could be shortened.) In the F-~4 proposal, runway 
lengths range from 7,602 to 12,000 feet. 

In response, airport officials wrote that they had 
‘“‘maximized"’ the length of the runways to assure 
the safety and freedom from obstacles of planes 
taking off. 

—Considering the use of Scott Air Force Base in 
Illinois as a.‘‘supplemental” airport to handle 
some of the anticipated increased air traffic. Scott 
is developing its own master plan for conversion to 
joint military and civilian use. 

Airport officials, though, believe Scott would still 
not be large enough to handle supplementary traf- 
fic from Lambert. Such’ an airport would have to 
handle 3 million flights annually, they estimate. 
Scott officials have estimated they could handle 1.5 
million flights with the conversion. 

—Addressing the issue of whether an expanded 
Lambert would remain a hub airport. Currently, 
Trans World Airlines (TWA) uses Lambert as its 
hub. 


But the financial problems that have plagued 
TWA of late have brought doubts about the air- 
line's future, and raised concern that many of the 
expansion changes could be unnecessary. “_ 7 

FAA officials said that a need to keep Lambert 
at hub airport status would be a better justifica- 
tion for several of the F-4 improvements. “that are 
not solely dependent on an increase in traffic."’ 

But in the airport's response, officials main- 
taimed that keeping:Lambert a hub airport is: not a 
priority or a reason for the expansion. 

‘The immediate need is capacity for today's air- 
craft activity,’"” wrote Mark Conway of Landrum & 
Brown, the firm that devised F-4. ‘‘We .are not 
attempting to attract a hub carrier, we already 
have one.” 

Several of the FAA’s concerns in the report 
were of a technical nature, relating to the plan's 
safety and feasibility for air traffic control and its 
ability to handle a jarger amount of flights simul- 
taneously. :

Two of the FAA’s suggestions to improve the 
plan’s layout were included in a list of F-4 revi- 
sions announced by Conway recently, airport offi- 
cials said. The revisions involved the addition of 
two taxiways and a holding pad. 


County OKs airport enterprise zone

Commercial development of a 12-square-mile 
land mass around Scott Air Force Base has turned 
from_a possibility to a- probability, as a result of 
the St. Clair County Board endorsing the land's 
use as an enterprise zone. 

By a 24 to 1 vote, the board gave its endorse- 
ment Dec. 26 in the form of a resolution designat- 
ing the area, which includes parts of Shiloh, 
O'Fallon, Lebanon and Mascoutah, as an enter- 
prise zone. 


City councils from all-‘four municipalities , 


involved. already have passed ordinances support- 
ing ‘the enterprise zone, which still must be 

~-approved. by the Illinois Department of Commerce 
and Community Affairs. 

County Board Member Richard Bossler, R-Belle- 
_ville, who js opposed to the proposed joint mii- 
ary civilian airport at Scott and to the commer- 

ial development of the air. base’s neighboring. 
farmland, cast the lone vote against the resolution. 
‘jLinked directly to the civilian airport issue, the 
zone is intended to attract industrial and commer- 
cial businesses and other development along the 
Interstate 64 and Hlinois 158 corridor. 

Bossler argued, however, that to declare the 
area an enterprise zone.is to call it ‘thighly unem- 
ployed.” ; 3 

“It’s. a rural area and how-they can declare ita 
highly unemployed area is beyond -me,"’ Bossler

“To qualify as an enterprise zone, an area must 
be distressed and economically depressed. It hurts 
my people to call it a depressed area.’’ 

Other board members, though, heartily endorsed 
the zone concept. 

“This will be a shot in the arm for the I-64 
corridor,” said Darius Monken, D-O’Fallon. “‘My 
City Council in O’Fallon made it clear they sup- 
ported it.”” : 

Frank Heiligenstein, D-Freeburg, also voiced his 
support, saying the future of the Scott joint-use 
plan must include the enterprise zone. . 

“To justify the establishment of the enterprise 
zone for the future, we have to consider_what is 
going to happen there and what’s the future 
there,” Heiligenstein said. “We have to justify it 
to attract industry and commerce.” 

Should the state approve the county’s request to 
-make the area a business enterprise zone, com- 
panies could-be eligible for tax incentives such as 
sales tax rebates and property tax breaks. 

Coupled with the proposed enterprise zone, the 
board passed a $25,000 increase foi the county 
Planning Commission as part of its 1991 budget. 

That money, said County Administrator Dan 
Maher, is for the ‘general iand use plan and spe- 
cific land-use plan’around the airport to keep in 
.-line with plans for Scott joint-use. i 

“This money will deal with zoning changes 
-expected in the coming year,’’ Maher said.- _
